German motorized legions 


penetrated deep into France 
tonight, the French war of- 
fice admitted. 


The Nazi thrust, striking 


out from the bitterly-fought 
battle of Sedan in the vital 
southern sector of the 110- 
mile Meuse river front, was de- 
scribed as meeting with fierce 
punishment, however, from coun- 
ter-attacking French air forces. 


Sedan front headquarters report- 


ed, too, that 
the 
French 
were 


"complete 
masters of tho situa- 


tion" and that they would regain 
full control of the front within 
one week. 


A Paris war ministry spokes- 


man denied emphatically that the 
Germans had reached Laon and 
Reims, CO miles southwest of Se- 
an, as had been rumored. 


The British 
air 
ministry an- 


nounced that the toll inflicted on 
German aircraft was working out 
at more than three to one in 
the allies' favor.

GREECE IS POURING 
REINFORCEMENTS TO 


ALBANIAN BORDER 


GREAT BRITAIN REPORTED 
PRESSING FOR NAVAL BASES 


ON GREEK ISLANDS 


ASKS $1,182,000,000 FOR DEFENSE^ 


ATHENS, 
May 16— (/P)—Greece 


poured troop reinforcements today 
into her mountainous frontier re- 
gion 
facing 
Italian-occupied Al- 


bania, just across the entrance of 
the Adriatic from the heels of the 
Italian boot. 
(Apparently the 
Greeks 
were 


feeling the pinch of allied and Ital- 
ian rivalry for strategic position In 
the Eastern Mediterranean. How- 
ever, Insecurity of communications 
from Athens, by way of Budapest, 
tho channel of this dispatch, and 
perhaps Green censorship obscured 
tho full meaning of 
the 
troop 


movements, 


(Tho 
telephone connection from 


Athens to Budapest was broken In 
the middle of the dispatch.) 
It was reported anew, without 


confirmation, that Great Britain 
was pressing Greece for permission 
to establish naval bases on Greek 
Islands. 


The British-French battle 
fleet 


based at Alexandria, Egypt, had 
put to sea for "scheduled maneu- 
vers" and this caused new uneasi- 
ness among the Greeks. 


Colonel Papademas, undersecre- 


tary of war and outranked only 
by Premier General John Metaxas 
as head of Greece's armed forces, 
arrived at the frontier region of 
Yanla to tako personal charge of 
general preparedness measures. 


The Yanin district on the Creek 


ainlnnd is flanked at sea by the 
Greek island of Corfu, at the neck 
of tho Adriatic, the Otranto strait. 


Corfu, back of which the Greeks 


laid their frontier 
defenses, 
has 


been tho object of Italian ambitions 
because of its dominating position 
—virtually a cork for the Adriatic 
if fortified strpngly enough. 


Reports that Britain was press- 


ing for bases on Corfu and other 
Greek islands had been circulated 
previously, some attributed to Ger- 
man source*.

DITIONAL FORCE in Bel- 
gium, (passed by field cen-

fighting

fiercest kind swept through 
the sun-splashed streets ofj 
Louvain 
this 
morning as' 


picked troops counterattacked three 
times to throw out Germans who 
had gained a foothold on the east- 
ern fringe of the town. 


In the late afternoon the British 
were busily digging in after a day 
of furious combat 
In which 
an 
early German advantage had been 
overcome by three furious attacks ' 
by the British Infantry. 
The Germans had withdrawn out- 


side the town and artillery of both 
armies were busy—the 
Germans 


shelling the British position in the 
environs and the B. E. F.'s guns 
hurling metal over the town into 
the German lines In the country 
behind It. 


Louvain is 16 miles east of Brus- 


sels and was destroyed in 1914 by 
the German 
steamroller 
in the 


world war. Its famous library was 
rebuilt with pennies donated by 
American schoolchildren. 
I watched the battle through 
glasses from thrae miles away and 
was able to' see the towers of the 
library and city hall rising serenely 
through the pall of smoke that 
hung over the ctt.y. 
,--w 


Despite the heavy shelling, and 
bombing, the core of the city Is 
still almost intact although entire 
blocks on the outskirts are in ruins. 


Among the last to leave Louvain 


were the sisters of the Convent of 
Pauvre Claire Colletlne who were 
taken out in British trucks. 


One of the sisters told me: 
"The Germans are near the rail- 


road station and the noise of bat- 
tle and shouts of men have been 
terrible." 


She declared the library and city 
hall still were intact. 


Action started last night when, 
after a preliminary artillery ex- 
change of some intensity, the Ger- 
mans attacked behind a skirmish 
line of armored cars. The 'first 
thrust .was against companies of 
the Irish 
regiment holding the 
strategically 
placed railroad sta- 
tion. 


Despite furious fire of rifles and 


anti-tank and machine-guns, they 
began to consolidate a new line. 


Counterattack at Dawn 
The first British counterattack 


came at dawn. It was followed by 
a second and then a third which 
shook the Germans 
loose 
from 


dearly-won positions and pitched 
them headlong across the railroad 
track.

streets In the hot sun and smashed

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Buying Support 
From Consumers 
Ends Wheat Drop 


CHICAGO, May 16.—(/P)—Strong 


buying support 
from 
consumers, 
investors and speculators 
flowed 


into the beleaguered wheat pit to- 
day to stem one of tho sharpest 
price collapses in market history. 


Selling which earlier this week 


approached near panic proportions 
as German military forces pressed 
the allies on 
Europe's 
Western 


front diminished sharply today aj- 
though prices swayed up and down 
over a range of almost 7 cents a 
bushel. 


Wheat closed at the best levels 


of the day, 3 to 4 1-2 cents higher 
than yesterday, with May at 00 1-4. 
Corn was 3 7-8-3 1-4 cents higher, 
May 63 1-8, Rye 3 3-4-4 cents up 
and outs 1 1-8 -2 1-4 higher. 


The rally In securities that ac- 


companied the address of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt helped to strength- 
en grains. 


At low points for wheat, with 
May contracts selling at 84 cents 
a bushel, the market showed a 
maximum loss of as much as 25 
cents since the start of trading 
Monday. Such a decline has only 
been matched once before in mar- 
ket history since the turn of the 
century when the speculatvle boom 
collapsd in July, 1933. 


Buying orders associated with 
large flour sales and export busi- 
ness in Canadian wheat helped to 
rally the market as consuming in- 
terests sought to take advantage 
of bargain 
counter 
prices for 
grain. 


Wheat showed overnight 
gains 


of as much as 4 cents In early 
deallngi before tumbling more than 
6 cents. 
After mldseaeon, howev- 


er, there was a renewal of buying 
and prices steadied at levels about 
1 cent above the previous close. 
Noon quotations showed net gains 
ranging from 7-8 to 2 cents, with 
May at 17 1-4.

trade in the most Important single 
food commodity. 
A price break without parallel in 


world war days and seldom equal- 
led In grain trade history occurred 
In tho wake of the German smash 
on the Western front.

In the first three days of this 


wo-k the market value of the new 
wheat crop which American farm-

The war-Inspired selling began 


Monday and up until the start of 
dealings In the crowded wheat pit 
this morning r-rlces had collapsed 
23 cents a bushel. 
Other grain 


prices dropped In unison, ryo los- 
ing even moro ground. 


Most of the price gains Inspired 


by the war and built up labo^lous- 
ly In the last eight months were 
wiped out. Before tho opening to- 
day wheat prices were the lowest 
since last November and rye the 
lowest since just before the war 
itarfed,

Fresh counter-attacks south of 


Sedan, it said, were repelled while 
the Germans pressed the attack 
toward the Maglnot lino Itself far- 
ther to the southwest to take into 
their hands more of the strip be- 
tween tho rival fortified lines. 


Thus, the high command said, 


"between the Moselle and the Rhine 
we advanced our positions west of 
Saarlautern (nearly

southeast of 
Sedan) 
and

Lauterburg." Lautcrburg, near tho 
Rhine, Is about 150 miles airline 
southeast of Sedan. 


Hand-ln-hand with tho furious 


fighting on the grounds, German 
air forces saw heavy action. The 
high command reported it broke 
up enemy troop concentrations and 
destroyed tanks while losing only 
18 planes compared to "definitely

the cash-and-carry 
neutrality bill, 
and for a year and a half has talk- 
ed of introducing an anti-third term 
resolution. 


Tho 35-yeur-old senator ran third 


in Tuesday's West Virginia primary 
The democratic nomination went 
to Judge Harley 
M. 
Kilgore of 


Bockley, whoso republican oppon- 
ent wil Ibo State Senator Thomas 
B. Sweeney of Wheeling. 


Holt is tho second senator to bo 


defeated this spring for renomina- 
tlon. The first was Senator Burke 
(D-Neb) who had opposed tho ad- 
ministration on such issues as tho 
court bill but who had opposed tho 
court bill hut who upheld tho Presi- 
dent in the neutrality buttle last 
fall. 


Three senators are retiring volun- 
tarily Donahey (D-Ohlo) Halo (R. 
Malnc) 
and 
Sohwellenback (D- 
Wash.) Nominated Tuesday for 
Dohaney's seat were former Rep, 
John McSweeney, a new deal dem- 
ocrat, and Mayor Harold Burton of 
Cleveland, republican Insurgent.

President Advocates 
Air Armada of 50,000 
Warplanes for America 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—W—An air armada of 


50,000 warplanes was advocated by President Roosevelt 
today in a personally delivered message to congress ask- 
ing a $1,182,000,000 emergency national defense pro- 
gram. 


"Our ideal, our objective is still peace—peace at 


home and peace abroad," Mr. Roosevelt told a tense and 
solemn joint session of the senate and house. "Never- 
theless," we stand ready not only to spend millions for 
defense but to give our services and even our lives for 
the maintenance of our American liberties." 


The huge warplane program was put forward by 


the chief executive as a long range goal. His more im- 
mediate recommendations, Mr. Roosevelt said, were de- 
signed to give the nation a modern, well-equipped army 
and industrial-military resources capable of leading the 
defense of the western hemisphere in a world of light- 
ning war. 


Dressed in a blue pin-stripe business suit, the presi- 


dent addressed 
the assembled 
legislators 
from 
the 


speaker's rostrum of a crowded house chamber. He had 
driven to the capitol through rain 
in company with 


Brig. Gen. Edwin M. Watson, 
secretary and military 


aide, and Capt. Daniel J. Callagan, naval aide. 


Listening to her husband's address from a gallery 


was Mrs. Roosevelt and several of the White House of- 
fice staff. 


In addition to his goal of 50,000' 


airplanes In readiness for action, 
Mr.. Roosevelt also held out to 
Congress the objective o" gearing 
the nation "to the ability to turn 
out at least 50,000 planes a year." 


Ominous Day* Abroad. 


The President and Commander- 


in-chief spoke gloomily of "omin- 
ous days" 
abroad—"Days 
whose 


swift and shocking developments 
force every neutral nation to look 
to its defenses in the light of new 
factors." 


Specifically "for the permanent 


record," Mr. Roosevelt asked that 
congress "not take 
any 
action 


which would in 'any way hamper 
or dolay tho delivery of Amcrlcnn- 
made planes to 
foreign nations 


which have ordered them, or seek 
to purchase more planes." 


"Any obstruction," he said, "from 


tho point of view of our own na- 
tional defenses would bo extreme- 
ly short-sighted." 


(Tho 
allied powers have placed 


largo plane orders in this country.) 


The President read his messago 


from a 
leather-bound 
loosclcaf 


notebook, 
looking 
occasionally 


from right to left as 
ho 
spoke. 


Points wero emphasized by a char- 
acteristic forward nod of his head. 


The President broke his request 


down Into $896,000,000 In immedi- 
ate appropriations, of which tho 
army would get $546,000,000, tho 
navy and marine corps $250,000,000 
and $100,000,000 would be at his 
pisposRl "to provide for emergen- 
cies affecting tho national securi- 
ty and defense." 


In addition, ho asked the legis- 


lators to authorize the government 
to enter Into 
contracts 
totaling 


$286,000,000 to be paid for by ap- 
propriations later on. 


Of tho latter, the army, navy 


and marine corps would recolvo 
$186,000,000 and 
tho 
President 
$100,000,000. 


60.000 rianen Tor Your. 


The President said ho would like 


to seo this nation geared up to the 
ability to turn out at least 50,- 
000 planes a year." 


"Furthermore," he added, 'I be- 


lieve that this nation should plan 
at this time a program that would 
provide us with 60,000 military and 
naval planes." 


"These are ominous days," ho do- 


clared at the outs t of his message 
"days whoso swift and shocking 
developments force every neutral 
nation to look to Its defenses in 
tho light of new factors. Tho bru- 
tal force of modern offensive war 
haa been loosed in all Its horror." 


Before detailing his program, ho 


spoko of tho speed with which

Jem of the preachers, whom he 
calls prophets; although, alas, the 
two words arc not always synony- 
mous. 


We are habituated to handling 
the subject of preachers respect- 
fully. By far the great mass of 
them are God's men, and godly 
men. They are set apart to deal 
with the sublimities, and to de- 
clare to the world tho whole coun- 
sel of God. They are sought for in 
life's crises. They stand at the 
bier of our dear dead. They are 
counsellors In the tragedies, of 
human souls. To 
them 
society 
looks as to the mouthpiece of 
God. Theirs Is tho highest calling, 
to be sustained by unfailing pray- 
er and study of QofTf word. 
Preachers have been tho shap- 
ing force In the life of our Nation. 
They have implanted and sustain- 
ed the growth of .morality 
and 
democracy. They hay* be«nvCoun- 
sellors to congregations and guides 
to Individuals. Their own sons 
and daughters have played an as- 
tonishingly Important part In pub- 
lic life. In times of moral crisis, 
their voice has been decisive. In 
a generalization, it may be said 
that the character of the United 
States and Canada Is a product 
of the preachers. 


"Mtdrtlin' Preachers" 
, 


In "The Virginian" one of • tht 
characters says, "A middlln* doctor 
is a pore thing; and a mlddlln1 
lawyer Is a pore thing; but keep 
me from a middlln' man of God," 
Probably the "middlln'" minister 
is our worst weakness, the man to 
whom preaching Is just a Job. At 
the moment, we 
are 
- concerned 
with the man in holy orders who 
is merely negative and routine; 
In whose utterances the will of 
God never blazes forth passion- 
ately; and who prudently creates 
no antagonisms, heads no move- 
ments for greater godliness; has 
no spiritual vision, 
and 
merely 


does the mechanical 
round 
of 
duties for which he 
draws his 


pay—ever hoping for a call to an 
easier, more profitable field. 


There are such. All of us know 


them. Perhaps it Is a fair descrip- 
tion of a "mlddlin"' preacher that 
he leaves us where he found us, 
with no clearer vision of God, no 
step upward onto higher levels of 
daily living. The 
.is afflicted with 
.preacher Is worse 
ed by a flood, a 
earthquake. For It suffers 
starvation. 


The Ear-Tickler* 


Jeremiah 
had blistering 
for the "popular" preachers „. .... 
day, who proclaimed only what 
the people wanted to hear. They 
were the ear-ticklers of hia day, 
as ,of ours; who listened for the 
people's applause rather than for 
God's approval. Ministers of this 
tvpe, who usually gravitate to the 
cities, are more interested in press 
notices than in conversion rolls. 
These are the men who speak of 
.their hearers as "audiences," rath- 
er than O.R "congregations." 'They 
would rather please people than 
change them. 


Jeremiah's time was cursed with 
this type of "stand-patter" 
pro- 
phets, who, in the face of Impend- 
ing national disaster from with- 
out, 
and gangrenous moral cor- 


. ruptlon 
within, 
cried, 
"Peace! 
Peace!" when there was no peace. 
With their dreams and unwar- 
ranted optimism, they lulled the 
people into a false sense of se- 
curity. They left the Idolatrous, 
corrupt and imperiled nation with 
a spirit of complacency which dis- 
regarded the clear ounsel of God, 
Shepherds Become Sheep 


Such preachers were the vogue 


In Jeremiah's day. Then, as now, 
many prophets followed fashions. 
We are witnessing a wave of the 
same sort In our own time: min- 
isters as a mass swept up 
Into 


cults of pacisflsm, "social gospel" 
preaching; sentimental radicalism 
and Bi' lo-denying modertilam. The 
strange phenomenon 
of 
today's 
pulpit Is that many hepherds have 
become shoep—followers of an arid 
IntellGCtuallsm, rather than God- 
Jed leaders of a flock. Their "ear 
Is to the p-round," rather 
than 
turned toward heaven. 


Some of these false prophets are 
heard on the radio, preaching in- 
tolerance, class and race hatred, 
and even

sedition. Their 
power points the need for the rise 
of a true prophet, after the order 
of Jeremiah, and of the other great 
Hebrew seers, who will command 
a national hearing for the clear

I have known instances 
wherein the advertisements of the 
various "cults" outnumbered those 
of the Christian churches. 


The existence of these is an In- 


dictment of the Christian pulpit as 
a wholi. They signify that soul- 
hungry folk have not found satis- 
faction for their spiritual needs in 
the regular ministry, and so have 
turned to yogis and swamis and 
weird esoteric cults. 
Squally an Indictment of 
the 
Christian church Is the prevalence 
of crime and corruption and de- 
based moral standards 
in 
our 
time. If the prophets of God, as 
Jeremiah pointed out, had 
been 


equal to their opportunity and to 
their duty, sin would not have 
gone unrebuked and righteousness 
would have been fortified by faith 
In the living God. 


Summed up, all of the foregoing 
means that the true prophets of 
God must rise to 
the 
occasion. 


There Is a deep under-surge of 
vague religious sentiments In the 
world today. 
But it needs the 


counsel and leadership of the 
istry to become articulate 
practical. This Is & day of 
for the widespread teachln 
preaching of the Gospel of 
as applied to modern life, 
a call It constitutes for 
Christians to enter upon a 
of Sunday school teaching!

GOVERNOR LOUISIANA 


BATON ROUGE, La., May 


—Sam Jones 
brought 
twelve 
years of dictatorial 
government 


peacefully to an end today when 
he was inaugurated governor of 
Louisiana before a colorful crowd 
of about 50,000 on a pledge for the

Chief Justice Charles A. O'Neill be- 
neath a broiling sun at the open 
south end of the stadium, which 
was almost filled. 


Immediately 
afterward 
Jones 
cut a slab of beef from a barbecued 
steer, and a barbecue for all was 
under way—the largest barbecue 
ever held in the state. 
Jones' predecessor, Earl K. Long, 
Interim governor for the past elev- 
en months and brother of the late 
Senator Huey P. Long, refused to 
attend the inaugural, and left the 
capital without fanfare this morn- 
Ing:. He made no atatemcnt.

adjust the temperature of one gal- 
lon of skim milk to 75 degrees F. 
by placing the container of skim 
milk in a larger vessel of water. 
The temperature of water will de- 
pend on whether the milk Is to 
be warmed or cooled. 
Add 1-2 


cup of cultured butter milk or 
clabber milk. Stir the milk thor- 
oughly so the butter milk or clab- 
ber is well distributed. When the 
eurd has separated from the whey, 
drain off the whey and wash the 
curd once In cold water. Remove 
the water by placing curd in a 
•trainer and pressing dry with a 
spoon, as it is important that the 
curd be dry. Add salt to taste us- 
ually about 1-4 teaspoon. Add 1 
teaspoon of soda to the dry curd 
and mix thoroughly. 
Allow 
to 


stand two hours if possible. 
One 


half the amount of soda may be 
used if the cheese and soda mix- 
ture is allowed to' set over night. 
Soda i« added to soften the curd 
and speed the cooking. Add 1-4 . 
eup of butter. Add 1 to 2 drops of 
liquid renncnt or 1-8 to 1-4 junket 
tablet first dissolved In a little 
water to 1-2 cup of sweet cream, 
and mix thoroughly before adding 
to cheese. Heat the mixture in a 
double boiler, until smooth. Slow 
heating at first will help dissolve 
the curd particles. After cooking 
remove from fire and place In but- 
tered dish to cool. Plmlento, olives, 
caraway seed or small amount of 
highly flavored cheese melted may 
be mixed with the cheese before 
It Is placed in the bowl.

Mr. Hohn said'he represented 
one of the several educational in- 
stitutions in Texas which are plac- 
ed at the disposal of the farming 
group and that these Institutions 
have been selected to Impart to the 
people of tho state an impartial in- 
terpretation of the system. 


Continuing tho speaker told the 


group that according to the pro- 
visions of the law under which 
the system was established there 
arc no requirements forcing the 
farmers to undertake any specific 
program. Even the establishment 
of such a district will be decided 
by the votes of landowners and 
those closely associated with the 
farm, and that provisions have 
been made to eliminate vote cast- 
ing by banks, business firms, or 
corporations as a unit, he said. No 
additional tax burdens or bond lev- 
ies will be voted on the people af- 
fected he said, pointing out that 
the law definitely opposes such a 
course. 


The speaker concuded by saying 


that the future of the agricultural 
industry in Texas depends upon the 
farmer himself and his ability to 
cope adequately with the Increas- 
ingly complicated system 
under 


which he lives.

together, the right sides facing 
a 
whole 
width and a partial 


width of the ticking. 
Cut cor- 
ners by pattenrn and mark off 
darts (6 darts). Pin darts down 
one place nnd sew. Use No. 40 
thread on machine. 


The material left from making 


the top and bottom of the mat- 
tress Is cut into five-inch strips, 
the last one being larger 
than 


this size is left for making handles. 
These flve-incn strips and 
the 


one cut from the length of the 
material arc 
used 
for 
boxing. 


Sew these strips together, making 
the seams at least one Inch deep. 


To make 
handles, stake 
tho 


material 
saved for this, fold it 
over one-half inch on each side, 
and then fold it so the strip .will 
bo divided into three equal parts. 
Stlch down one inch on 
each 


side* and 
cut into 
six equal 
pieces, 


Sew boxing to top ticking1 and 


to one end of the bottom of tick- 
ing.

Tentative plans of the farm secur- 
ity administration to build four 
new migratory farm labor camps 
In Texas were disclosed today In

Explaining to a house appropria- 


tions subcommittee the need for 
$5,000,000 to carry on the migra- 
tory labor camp program In the 
year beginning July 1, Dr. Will W. 
Alexander, FSA administrator, out- 
lined a construction project calling 
for now camps in Texas and seven 
other states. 


Ho said It was Impossible to 
state now exactly where the camps 
should be built, that sites would be 
picked later on the basis of need 
and the availability of acreage. 
The Texas camps would be of 
"standard" or stationary design, as 
compared with some designated as 
"mobile" and shuttled about dur- 
ing crop seasons to different com 
munlties. 


The four proposed 
camps 
for 


Texas would accommodate a total 
of 1,000 family units. 


Discussing the need 
for 
«uch 


camps throughout the nation, Dr 
Alexander said 85 per cent of the 
migratory farm laborers today were 
of native-white American stock, as 
compared with a high percentage 
of Mexican, Filipino, Japanese and 
Chinese workers a generation ago. 
Among other causes for erstwhile 
settled native American farmers 
now being on the move, he added 
was the tractor. 


As an example, he said, there 


were only 9,000 tractors in Texas 
in 1920 as compared with 99,000 In
